DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is in response to the Amendment filed on 9/27/2010. Claims 
1-9 are now pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-9 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present claims are allowable over the closest references: Tasaka et al . (JP 2002- 
322321). 

Tasaka et al. disclose an elastomer composition comprising 35 parts by weight of 
SBS, 45 parts by weight of ethvlene-butene rubber , 1 7.5 parts by weight of oil, 1 7.5 
parts by weight of paraffin, 20 parts by weight of polypropylene, 0.25 parts of peroxide , 
and 55 parts of calcium carbonate (Example 6). 

Thus, Tasaka et al. do not teach or fairly suggest the claimed resin composition 
consisting essentially of 100 parts by weight of an ethylene/1 -butene random copolymer 

(a) , 10 to 500 parts by weight of at least one styrene block copolymer (b), 10 to 140 
parts by weight of an oil (c) relative to 100 parts by weight of the total amount of (a) and 

(b) , and 0 to 500 parts by weight of a polypropylene resin (d) relative to 100 parts by 
weight of the total amount of (a) and (b), wherein ethvlene/1 -butene random copolymer 
(a) contains 1 -butene in an amount of 8 to 25 % by mol . 
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In light of the above discussion, it is evident as to why the present claims are 
patentable over the prior art.
